TEXAS AND MEXICO. 
Congress, in May, 1872, authorized the ap- 
pointment of three Commigsioners to inquire 
into the extent and character of alleged depre- 
dations on the Texas side of the River Rio 
Grande, by bands of Indians and Mexicans, 
wherein citizens of the United States were mur- 
dered, or taken captive, or their cattle and other 
property taken from them. These Commis- 
sioners have made « partial report. They in- 
vestigated matters in the cattle-raising districts 
on the Lower Rio Grande, ad in the country 
between that river and the Nueces River. The 
Committee have reported a list of the persons 
robbed, the value of the property taken, and the 
aggregate foots up $27,859,368.97. Leaving out 
the 97 cents, the billis quite s handsome one- 
The Commissioners report that the Mexican 
Government is responsible for thie sum, as well

The Commissioners state in 
it is written in the Texas Almanac, and other 
publications, that the rate of increase of cattle 
in Texas is 88% per cent, and the annual sales 
seldom exceed one-half the increase, conse- 
quently it is considered a self-evident proposi- 
tion that, if any man’s herd does not show this 
constant increase, then there has een stealing. 
Tne Commisrioners declare that there has been 
no lecal disease and no complaint of local cattle- 
stealing. The cattle all range over 
many hundred sqpare miles. Once a year they 
are driven up by the rancheros, examined, 
branded, and an sccount taken. Ownership is 
determined by branding, each man having a pub- 
licly recorded brand, which cannot lawfully 
be imitated. When a herd is sold, the 
gale of the brand is recorded. In gath- 
ering the stock, tho increase which follows 
the old cattle is assumed to be theirs, and is so 
branded. When the old stock and the increase 
do not turn up in their full numbers according 
| to the tables of the Texas Almanac, the owner 
makes an entry of the deficiency and charges it 


against the Mexicans. The third class of claims 


is for imprisonment and outrages. Four citizens 
of Brownsville demand $25,000 each for arrest 
while on the “ waters of the Rio Grande.” One 
Francis M. Campbell asks $150,000 for a brief 
imprisonment in 1859. Four other citizens of 
Brownsville were arrested on Mexican soil on « 
criminal charge, in 1867, and afterwards released, 
for which they ask $100,000 cach. This class of 
claims ie completed by Joseph Walsh, of Mata- 
moras, who sued certain Mexicans on their ac- 
ceptances, and has, so far, been unable to re- 
cover a judgment. He asks §251,022.97 for 
“ pegation of justice” by the Mexican Courts. 

We have taken the trouble to run through this 
array of claims, indorsed by three Commission- 
ere, who are assumed to be intelligent citizens, 
as valid claims against Mexico, the collection of 
which should be enforced by the Government, 
and we find the following resulta: Value placed 
by the claimanta upon the property alleged by 
them to have been taken or destroyed, $6,945,- 
from the taking of the property, $18,104,288; 
claims for personal damages for arrest, imprison- 
ment, and “negestion of justice,” $903,022.97. 
Whole eumber of cattle alleged to have been 
taken, 568,886; whole number of increase, for 
which pay is/ asked, 1,742,146; aggregate num- 
ber of cattle claimed, 2,305,972. 

It will be seen that Mexico is charged with 
half a million cattle taken, and with all the 
ordinary natural increase of such cattle. This 
increase is compounded; it doubles almost 
every three years, and, if the claim is left un- 
paid, it will exceed, before the year 1900, all the 
national debts of all the nations on the face of 
the earth. Itis true the Texan citizens who 
make this claim ask $10 in gold per head for 
their cattle, old and young, though the Commis- 
sioners admit that like cattle may be bought in 
Mexico at from $2 to $4 per head; but these 
American cattle can’t be expected to grow as 
cheaply as cattle on the other side of the 
river; and American industry, which exists 
in letting cattle feed themselves on the plains, 
must be protected. The demand for horses is 
made on the same soale as that for cattle; the 
probable increase of the herd is pus down in the 
billagainst Mexico. If this were a claim made 
by one American citizen ageinst another, we do 
not suppose a Court in any part of the Union 
outside of Texas would entertain it. Even if 
any responsibility for the raid into Texas by 
Cortinas, in 1859, was traced to Mexico, and 
these bills for damages were submitted to the 
judgment of any intelligent American, 
we question whether he would allow 5 cents 
on the dollar claimed. The whole mass 
of claims are, on their face, even 

as presented by the Commissioners, an enor- 
sold to # lobby, and by-the latter to be pushed 
throngh Congress. The Commissioners are 
now begging Congress to vote money to pay 
their salaries for another year, to hunt up other 
claims of the same kind. All the good that this 
Commission has done has been to lead the peo- 
ple along the Rio Grande to suppose that they 
had a valid claim against Mexico for twenty to 
fifty millions of dollars, and that Congress would 


insist upon their being paid. 


THE ADMISSION OF COLORADO. 

It is reported from Washington that the House 
Committee on Territories will bring in « bill pro- 
viding for the admission of Colorado asa State. 
There are many reasons why Colorado, which 
has already made several unsuccessful attempts 
to becomie a State, should now be admitted, if 
the people of the present Territory really desire 
it. Colorado has now many more claims than 
Nevada and Nebraska had when they were ad- 
mitted. Nevada came into the Union in 1864 as 
a make-weight, with a populstion of only 6,857, 
and Nebraska in 1867 with an estimated populs- 
tion of 60,000. The vote of Colorado, 
at the Territorial election of September, 1872, 
was but litile less than 14,000, which would 
indicate a population of 70,000 people, ors 
greater nuzober than either of the other States 
had at the time of admission ; and the vote of 
the Territory is equal to the average vote of the 
New Engiand Congressional Districts. 

At the time that Nevada was admitted as 5 
State, the Enabling bill included Colorado and 
Nebraska ; but the vote of Colorado was un- 
favorable to accepting the terms, though the real 
reason why the admission was rejected is said 
to have been political disagreements among the 
State officers and Senators who bad bean elected

At this time there seems to be a stronger sen- | 
timent among the Colorado people for a State 
Government than there has ever been before, 
although they do not seem to be actually suffer- 
ing for it. The Territory bas certainly more 
valid claims to admission than at any previous 
time. It has paid into the Government Treas- 


ury, through the Internal Revenue Department, 
more than half as much as all the 


other Territories together. It is probable 
that it bas inhabitants enough within 
ite present borders to entitle it to the single 
Congressional Representative which is demand- 
ed. In addition to however, it is proposed 
to dismember the Territory of Wyoming, which | 
has only 10,000 inhabitants, and does not war- | 
rant the expense of maintaining s separate Gov- 
ernment, and to divide this Territory among 
Colorado, Utah, Montana, and Idaho, from 
which it was originally formed. That portion of 
Wyoming which lies between 41 and 42 degrees 
latitude will naturally fall to Colorado. This in- 
cludes the line of the Pacific Road and the most 
populous settlements in Wyoming, so that such 
@ partition would add largely to Colorado's pop- 
ulation, and increase her claims for admission. 
The partition is one that probably should take 
place without regard to Colorado’s application 
to become a Btate.
